THE GREAT LONDON 
FIRE OF 1666 

Official Version In The London 
Gazette 

The following account of the great 
i Are In London in September, 1M<. I» 
taken from a reproduction of Th* 
j London Gazette of that period, and 
!wai the authorized version of the ter¬ 
rible event: 

This dismal fire broke out at a 
baker's shop in Pudding Lane. J»7 J™ 
Street, in the lower part of the city, 
■uutr Thanks Sired (among wooden 
houses ready to take fire and full- of 
combustible g»*ods), in Billingsgate 
Ward; which ward in a few hours was 
laid In ashes. A* it began in the dead 
of the night when every body was 
asleep, the darkness greatly increased 
the horror of the calamity; It rapidly 
rushed down the hill to the bri dge, 
crossed Thames Street to 8t. ^fungus 
Church at the foot of the bridge; but 
having scaled and captured Ita fort, 
shot large volumes of flames Into every 
place about it The fire drifted back 
to the city again and roared with great 
violence through Thames Street aided 
by the combustible matter deposited 
there with such a fierce wind at Ita 
back as* to strike with horror ita be¬ 
holders. 

JfeTre! Fire! Fire! doth resound In 
every street some starting out of their 
sleep and peeping through the windows 
half-dressed. Home In night dresses 
rushing wildly about the streets crying 
piteously and praying to God for as¬ 
sistance, women earning children in 


their arms and the men looking quite 
bewildered. Many cripple* wer* .also 
seen hobbling about not knowing which 
way tu go to get free from the names 
Fhlch werr ragtng aH mnrd them: N* 
man that had the sense of human 
miseries could unconcertedly behold 
lift* frightful destruction made In one of 
the noblest cities in the world. 

What u confusion! the Lord Mayor 
of the city came with his officers, and 
Ia>ndon so famous for Us wisdom can 
find neither hands nor brains to pre¬ 
vent Its Jitter ruin. London must fall 
to the. ground’in ashes and who can 
prevent it? The fire taxed mastery, 
and burnt dreadfully; by the fierce 
easterly wind It spread quickly in all 
directions, overturning all so furiously 
that the whofe city is brought Into a. 
desolation. ThaWnljchl most of the 
citizens had taken their last sleep; 
and when they went to sleep they little 
thought that when their tars were un- s 
locked that suc h an enemy had Invaded 
their city and thnt they shoyld see 
him with such fury break through their 
doors and enter their rooms-With such 
threatening countenance. 

It commenced on the Lord's Day 
[mornina; never was there the like 
Sabbath In, London; many churahes 
were In flames’ that day; God seemed 
to come down and preach himself in 
them, as he' did in Hlnal when the 
mount burnt with £re; auch warm 
preaching those churches never had 
In-fore and in other churches ministers 
had preached their farewell sermons. 

Goods wers moved hastily from the 
lower part of the city to the upper 
part, and some hopes were retained on 
Sunday that the fire would not reach 
them; they could scarcely Imagine that 
a fire half a mile off could reach their 


houses. All means to atop It proved 
ineffectual; the wind blew so hard that 
flakes of flames and burning ^matters 
were carried across the streets and 
spread the fire In all directions, and 
when/ the evening came on the firs 
was more visible and dreadful and In¬ 
stead of the. dark curtain of night 
which used to spread over the city 
ibe curtains had changed to yellow 
and at a distance the whole city ap¬ 
peared to be on fire. Utile sleep was 
taken that night, men busy in all direc¬ 
tions pulling down and blowing up 
houses to stop R* progress, but all to 
no purpose, for It made the- most 
furious onset and drove back all op- 
posers. Many were upon their knees 
in the night, pouring out tears before 
the Lord; Interceding for poor London 
i in the day of "Its calamity; but all in 
vain. 

Hunday night the fire had got Into 
Cannon Street and levelled it with the 
ground. 

On Monday, Gracechurch Street was ! 
all in fluin* s and Lombard Street and 
Fenrhurrh Street. The burning was 
in the shape of a bow, and a fearful 
bow It was! , 

Then the flames broke in on Corn- 
hill. that large and spacious street, 
and rapidly crowed the way by the 
train of wood that laid Jq the streets 
untaken away", which Iwil been pulled 
from the houses to prevent Its spread¬ 
ing and burned to (be tops - of the 
highest houses and to. the bottom of 
the lowest cellars. 

The Royal Exchanges was next In- 
vaded and burned quickly through all 
ita galleries; by and bye down fell all 
the Kings upon their faces and the 
building on the top of them with such a 
noise as was dreadful; then the cltl- 


aana trembled and fled away lest they 
should be devoured also. 

Monday night was a dreadful night. 
The fire burst Into Cheapalde In four 
directions .with such a dazzling glare 
and roaring sol— -by the f aili n g al ja 
many houses at one time, ua to amaze 
any one who witnessed it. ! 

On Tuesday the fire burned up the 
very bowels of I«ondon from Bow Lane, 
Bread Street, Friday Street and Old 
Change the flames came up almost to¬ 
gether. 

Then the Ire got on to Paternoster 
Row, Newgate Street, the OhJ Bailey 
and Ludgate Hill and rushed down Into 
Fleet Street. St. Paul's Church, 
though all of stone outward, and nak¬ 
ed of houses about It. strangely caught 
fire at the top; the lead melted und 
run down as snow before the burning 
aun and the... maaay atones, with a 
hideous noise fell on the pavetrtc-nt. ' 
Tuesday night waa more dreadful 
than Monday night, for the flames 
having consumed the greatest part of 
the city; threatened the suburbs., and 
the poor ware prvj»aring to fly as well 
as thay could with their luggage into 
the countries and villages. 

On Wednesday the Lord had pity 
on them; tl\p wind hushed and th# 
fire burnt gently; then the citizens be¬ 
gan to gather-a little heart. --

Local Authorities Agree That 
Control of Cemetery Should 
Be Retained 


That the city should acquire and 
own (he ground tor the proposed new 
cemetery, and that the neighboring 
municipalities should assist In paying 
tor Its upkeep was the opinion of a 
meeting of representatives from Vic¬ 
toria. Saanich, Oak Bay and Esqui¬ 
mau, and the Militia held to-day at 
the City Hall. The adoption of the 
scheme of fontlm** 11 ** u pk e ep was ap¬ 
proved. the opinion Uins ea p r e ssed 
that control of the new cemetery 
should be vested In the city. A com¬ 
mittee wo* formed to select the site 
fur the burial ground. 

The resolution passed unanimously 
with regard to the expenses of upkeep 
and was moved by Alderman Sargent, 
and seconded by Reeve Borden, of 
Haantch. 

It read as follows: 

1 "That In the establishment of a new 
cemetery this meeting of representa¬ 
tives of the City of Victoria, munici¬ 
palities of Saanich, Oak Bay and 
Esquimau, and the Canadian Militia, 
le of the opinion that the city should 
acqjflre and own the ground, and that 
the principle of continuous up-keep 
°JLJhe perpetual lawn and park sy s- 
tem should be applied In the develop¬ 
ment and cars of the cemetery, and 
that ths cost of such development and 
up-keep should be boms Jointly by the 
city, the municipalities represented, 
and the militia of Canada." 

Alderman Peden thought that the 
city ahould provide the site for the 
cemetery and there should he one cen¬ 
tral body to take over control of the 
ground. This control should be veated 
In the city, and the municipalities 
could buy sections of land according to 
their own requirements, while the 
principle of continuous upkeep should 
be applied. The municipalities would, 
of course, contribute towards the up¬ 
keep. and Would have a voice in the 
selection of the sits. 

Beaumont Boggk. representing the 
Militia, pointed out that the selection 
of a site was the first move to make, 
and he emphasised the Importance of 
choosing the right piece of ground. He 
advocated that the local undertakers 
should be consulted on the matter. 

How he considered the upkeep for 
the cemetery should be paid for was 
explained by Aklerman Bat gent, who 
believed that a sum of money should 
be set aside, the interest on which 
would cover the expense Involved. 
Immediately on the purchase of the 
site a certain section should be devel¬ 
oped to meet the present demands. 

Councillor Henderson, of Saanich, did 
not agree with the proposal of setting 
aside money In this manner, and in 
his opinion the cost of upkeep should 
be paid directly out of the revenue 
Moreover it was the city which needed 
the cemetery most while Saanich as 
far as present demands were concerned, 
possess e d all ths land It required. 

Alderman Sargent could not agree 
with this Idea, and held that the whole 
should be Interested In the upkeep. 

The committee elected to proceed 
w{th the selection of the site will consist 
ns follows : Aldermen Peden .and 
Sargent, Victoria; Reeve Coles, of Es¬ 
quimau; Councillor McNeill, of Oak 
Bay; Councillor Somers, of Saanich, 
and Beaumont Boggs, representing the 
Militia. ,

It is essential that, at the present 
moment., public opinion -in the allied 
countries rhoutd remain sane, and not 
be swept by e\ **ry Success of a m**ment 
into premature claims of victory. Mili¬ 
tary operations are s om e t hing that the 
ordinary man does not readily under¬ 
stand. with the result thst he is apt 
to think that a successful battle at 
some point is neccHsajlly a decisive 
victory In .a war. As a matter of fact 
colossal defeats in ihe field have often 
been the prelude to ultimate victory, 
as in the case of Kuneradorf and 
Hochkirch. whilst a series of defeats 
has sometimes led tQ the same end, as 
in the case of the struggles of the 
Dutch with Kpain William III. lost 
the important battles of Steinkirk and 
Louden and saw the great fortresses 
of Moils and Namur fall before the 
Victorious troops of the Due de Luxem¬ 
burg. but in the end he succeeded in 
Signing a peace so -advantageous that 
It paved the way for the long series, of 
victories of the most uniformly suc¬ 
cessful of all the generals the world 
has ever seen, the Duke of Marl¬ 
borough Nevertheless tt took Marl¬ 
borough twelve years of constantly 
Victorious campaigning, including the 
Winning of four great battles, to force 
Lou la XIV. to aue for peace. Now th« 
Interesting feature of the Marlborough 
campaigns is that the peace of Ut¬ 
recht was signed In 1715. but the de¬ 
cisive bat tie of the war. Blenheim, 
was folight in 1704, whilst all Marl¬ 
borough’s other great victories. 
Ramillles. Oinfmarde and Malplaquet. 
were fought and won subsequent to 
Blenheim When the present war la 
over, and It is possible to regard the 
whole body of the campaigns in a true 
gtratcgic perspective, it will be found, 
in all human probability, that the de¬ 
cisive battle of the war. and so one of 
the decisive battles of the world, was 
the first battle of the Marne, fought, 
when. In Uw autumn of 1914, Marshal 


Joffre drove the Germans from the 
gates of I*arls. 

In prec/sely the same way the de¬ 
risive battle .of the American War of 
Independence was, if it may be put 
that way. the surrender of Burgoync* 
at Saratoga. That was in 1777. Tour 
yaatt-hi-Xorc QprawalJLDig surrender* sUg_ 
years before the end of the war. but 
nevertheless as clearly the decisive 
battle of the war as It was one of the 
der|Mi\e battles of the world. Realis¬ 
ing this, and realising something more, 
that strategy and tactics are a supreme 
measure «»f common sense, and can l*e 
reduced, ns they were reduced by that 
grand old Hoot, Feldmarschall Keith, 
to the gnme which he played with hts 
wooden 'ninepins, in his garden at 
Potadum. It will Ik- welt for the Allies, 
in the weeks that are coming, to regard 
the movements of the armies with re¬ 
straint and with an attempt. If they 
wish to follow them understanding!)', 
not to accept every craxy rumor, 
printed in a newspaper, but to confine 
their attention very largely to what 
are known as the communiques or 
official bulletins, and to study accurate 
maps, withopt which the reader must 
inevitably fall a- prey to ail the non¬ 
sense which can be presented to him. 

The present war is now. completing 
Its fourth year It began really, to l*e 
quite exact, at fi p.m. on the 2.7rd of 
July. 1911. when th. Austrian ulti¬ 
matum. Intended to provoke it. was 
delivered to the Serbian Government in 
Belgrade. It began technically on the 
28th of July, when the Emperor. 
Fran* Josef, ordered complete mo¬ 
bilisation of the Austro-Hungarian 
force*;, and declared war against Ser¬ 
bia. It tiegan physically the next day. 
the 29th of July, when Belgrade was 
bombarded The strategy which the 
two plotters, in reality the German 
General Staff, in the Konlga-Ptatx. and 
the Austrian Generul Staff. In Ihe 
Plata am Hof, had decided upon, was 
simplicity itself. The Austrian army 
and the German troops in East Prus¬ 
sia were to hold up the Russian armies, 
which it was known, in consequence 
of the incompleteness of'the military 
railways, would not be able to mobilise 
as quickly as those of France. The 
/irst blow, what was intended to be the 
“knock-out” blow, was to be delivered 
by the German armies, under von 
Moltke. which were to advance straight 
upon Paris, and. In seising It, paralyse 
the French railway system and dictate 
terms there sufficiently quickly to en¬ 
able the Konlgs Plats to hurl Its sur¬ 
plus battalions from the Vosges to the 


Memel for a second triumphal march 
on Petrograd and Moscow 

Had the Konlgs-Ptatz had the cour¬ 
age of Ita convictions, had it advanced 
I straight upon Verdun and forced the 
Vosges barrier, the blow might have 
been executed With a suddenness so 
comple te as to bring ab^ ut almost a 
second Seven Weeks* War. The 
Konlgs- Plate, however, quailed, for the 
moment, before something which has 
never distressed von H in den burg, the 
losses which would be entailed in a 
direct advance across the Vosges. As 
a consequence of this, it deteikaJned to 
tear up the “scrap of paper,” to re¬ 
pudiate its- own pledges to Brussels 
and to sweep into France by* the bark 
door, round the flank, that ia to say, 
of the French fortresses in the Vosges, 
across a frontier only weakly fortified. 

|and sparsely held, on the strength of 
the pledges of France and Germany 
I given by themselves td Belgium. The 
first spoke inserted, in consequence. 
Unto the IGerman wheel was that of 
Belgian resistance, the second that of 
'British intervention. Entirely unde¬ 
terred. however, by her breach of faith, 
Germany poured her army corps 
through Belgium and along the beauti¬ 
ful highway made by the Government 
of Luxemburg for the attraction of 
motor tourists, and descended tn an 
ever-converging line on Paris. By the 
7th of September the Germans had 
crossed the Marne at Chateau Thierry, 
and their extreme right, under von 
Kluck, was at the vary, gates of Paris 
At ten o’clock that night the Konigs- 
Platx issued its famouN order of the 
day to the German troops. The order 
which began with the announcement: 
"The object of our long and arduous 
marchesx has been achieved,” and 
which ended with the pregnant words, 
“Everything *i< pends on the result of 
to-morrow.” 

If It was von Moltke who penned that 
order of the day. he never penned a 
truer one. Two days before, on Sun¬ 
day. Marshal Joffre had issued his 
famous order of the day. frhjch told 
the French armies thst they were go¬ 
ing to stand upon the Marne, and that 
the Germans must be belted there. Snd 
hook very completely. He had pushed 
defeated. Joffre, indeed, had baited hla 
hook very completely. He had pushed 
the army of General Msunoury round 
the west of Parjs, and was only wait¬ 
ing for him to dose the door behind 
von Kluck. at Meaux. in order to strike 
with all his force. Tg-day everybody 
knows how von Kluck took alarm at 
the last moment, and in a way, ao in¬ 


comprehensible to the non-military 
world at the time, swung suddenly 
away from Pons. In a desperate and 
masterly effort to save not only his 
own army corps but the whole army., 
whilst almost simultaneously von Bu- 
low, nearly f trapped by d’Esperey and 
French, well south of the Marne, below 
Chateau Thierry. Was also rorffpetted' 
to save himself by a precipitate re¬ 
treat. Next day. the 8th. saw the 
climax of the great battle. . Sir John 
French and the British blocked the 
road from Chateau Thierry to Meuux. 
Far to the right General Foch faced 
General von Hausen. across the 
m a rshes of St. Gond. southwest of 
Chalons That night, as the German* 
poured 'back in defeat, the war. no 
matter what Its subsequent develop¬ 
ments, hud been lost by the- Germans. 
A new decisive battle had been added 
to the decisive battle* of the world, 
and it had been proved that the 
Konlgs-liat* had by no means exag¬ 
gerated when it declared. "Everything 
depends on the result of to-morrow.** 

THOMAS HARDY SEVENTY-EIGHT 

• - _______ 

Poet, philosopher, painter and story¬ 
teller. Mr Thomas Hardy has Just cele¬ 
brated hla seventy-eighth birthday. 
Four years ago he married Miss Flor- 
an.-e Emily Dugdale. his secretory, 
who hergelf has written several books, 
chiefly tails for children. For over 
thirty years he has lived near his 
birthplace, Lx>reheater. and to this fact 
he ascribes much of his success. 

To maintain his powers and avoid 
writing. himself out. a novelist, soya 
Mr. Hardy, should be' careful to main¬ 
tain the life he was leading when he 
first made his mark, and avoid the 
many distractions which success may 
bring Ms way. 

It Is s curious fact that Mr. Hardy's 
first success was the result of a co¬ 
incidence in names One day Mr. 
Frederick Greenwood. the famous 
Journalist, was standing near a rail¬ 
way bookstall, when his eye was ar¬ 
rested by the title of a novel. This 
was "Under the Greenwood Tree." and 
attracted by the word “greenwood.” he 
Immediately bought It to read In the 
bain. 4 

At that time h* was editor of Tl*» 
Cornfrtll, and the work so appealed to 
him that he commissioned Mr. Hardy 
to write a novel for his magazine. The 
novel was **For From the Madding 
Crowd." which instantly placed Its 
author in th# front rank of modern 
writers.—Tit-Bits. X - 


BATTLE STORIES FROM 
THE WESTERN FRONT . 

OUT OF THE TRENCHES. 

-By Captain H. B ~C. Putlard/ — 

"We were in the line for nearly a 
j month,’ said a wounded officer who 
Iliad arrived that morning from the 
front, "and during that perioi|_ our 
position completely changed its char¬ 
acter. The line runs about a Bills in 
| front of the point where file Germans 
achieved their greatest depth of thrust. 
Our counter-attacks pushed them back 
about a mile and a half and when we 
took over the position it was Just the 
finish of the battle. Our people were 
holding a perfectly, open line not even 
a shell-hole line, but dej»endent on 
natural cover, a few fortified cottages 
and farms, and the undulations qf the 
farm land, which was all under crops. 

“No Man’s Land Just there was about 
twelve hundred yards broad, and both 
sides had pushed out defensive patrols 
and light machine guns to keep In 
touch with the enemy There was not 
much fighting going on. and our in-, 
at ructions were to dig In and improve 
ihe position as rapidly as possible. One 
could not do much in daytime and the 
nights were all loo short, but It was 
wonderful the way the line grew. First 
of all it was just little cover pits, then, 
bit by bit. we linked these up Into s 
proper trench, throwing up the earth 
and sand bagging it In order to make a 
half breastwork 

‘The support lines ran just behind 
a village which lay between us and the 
firing trench. The place had been 
pretty well knocked about by shell fire 
and was getting worse dally, but there 
were any amount of corpses there thst 
had to be buried. Lota of Boches killed 
in our counter-attacks, horses and 
cows killed by shell fire on the farms, 
and even a few civilians who had stay¬ 
ed till too late Instead of obeying the 
orders to evacuate. From a sanitary 
l>oint of view burial Is an essential 
duty, but It ia a rotten job at any time. 
Frits, kept scnd^ig over occasional 
shells and every night the whole aky 
was a coronal of red flame from houses 
or farms-burning behind hts line or 
ours. Sometimes the light of the! 
flames was eo vivid that we had to 
withdraw our working parlies, who 


would otherwise have been a clear tar¬ 
get for the enemy. 

"Night by night we worked at the 
job of clearing up the back area und 
improving the trenches. In a week 
they had. taken “shape a* good cover, 
there w as m o der a tely-thick apron wiro- 
in front of mil weak spots and the gun 
emplacements were all slt^d. At the 
end of three weeks we had finished all 
the bays, Tevetted the slopes and fire- 
steps and begun some of the com¬ 
munication trenches to the support 
line, which was almost as well finish¬ 
ed as the front line. 

"At the end of the month the whole 
position properly wired, und when 

I came away only a few dug-outs und 
communication trenches needed com¬ 
pletion. _ 

«WkM the line was open and unpro¬ 
tected It nceiled, say. a thousand men 
to hold a given spare. Once properly 
prepared as a. position five hundred 
men were all that were required, so 
you can see how Important digging lit 
Is. even apart from ihe protection It 
uffords to the defending troops Nearly 
everywhere along the new lines No 
Man’s Lind is twice or three times os 
wide as it used to be. This makes for 
security and is much better for the de¬ 
fence. foi* an attack has to cross such 
a field of fir* that it is not in the least 
likely to survive 

•The No Man s laind is just fields of 
corn, some roots sud occasional pas¬ 
tures. so there Is no cover. Our scouts 
are simply marvellous and seem to get 
anywhere by day and night They re¬ 
port every yard of work that the en¬ 
emy accomplishes, and one of our fel¬ 
lows went to infinite trouble to bring 
in u poor devil of a tortoiseshell cat 
that was haunting a ruined farm in No 
Man’s I^and. When he went out every 
night he tried to feed It with bully 
beef, for It was so wild and frightened 
that it would not let anyone come near 
It at first. Naturally a man who has 
to crawl every inch of the way on hla 
sfomach runs little chance of catching 
s nimble cat—particularly as one In¬ 
cautious move would expose him to the 
risk of s bullet. At last he took s tin 
oT sardines and pussy decided that 
there was really one decent human be¬ 
ing left. She got within reach and 
next thing we had her bs*k aa an in¬ 
dignant and noisy bundle in a sand¬ 
bag. As was no use letting her 
out again here, we sent her down to 
the transport where she has become a 
fat and lasy mascot. The only man 
she will have nothing to do with ia the 


man who saved fier—but then she’s a 
cat and a lady at that!" 

Another officer whose pet interest 
in life was sniping explained another 
virtue of the new lines/ "Life In the 
old times had got too complicated al¬ 
together.” said he. "Both sides knew 
_4 *bjta_g t the_other* MlJW. fclI ih*L_ 
there was'very little left to individual 
enterprise, but here, on perfectly new 
ground. It is simply wonderful. 

“In three days I got eight Roches— 
that is. eight for certain, mind you 
And anothiT three doubtful*—though' 
they dropped. We had several lovely 
fields of corn for cover and 1 had all 
the battalion snipers hard at It. We 
haven’t had such a series of successes 
for years. It was too good to test, 
though. I suppose I got careless, but 
they put n rifle grenude down about 
fifteen yards away and I got a bit in 
the legs; bits I should say rather than 
bit—I have got fourteen distinct 
wounds, but it shows what a triflings 
thing grenades are—if any one of ' 
those holes had been made by a rifle 
bullet I should have lost my legs, aa it 
is I shall Ik* fit in about six weeks.” 

1 There is, however, another side to 
th** medal, us another wounded officer 
pointed out: "It’s this bloodthirsty 
sniping business that makes my Job 
troublesome." said he. "I am respons¬ 
ible for brigade intelligence, and these 
blooming snipers arc so keen on kill¬ 
ing every Hun that shows his nose 
that it makes our work twice as hard. 
What I wnnt ia live Huns-deserters, 
and this spirit of frightfulness la 
troublesome. This Is what happens. 
Frltx. Johann 1 and Adalbert decide to 
desert, toss up for who is to go first, 
and we will say Frit* gets It. Half way 
across No Man’s laand one of these 
Impetuous snipers plugs Frits. Do 
Johann and Adalbert take a chance? 
Not on your oath, they don’t. They 
atay there curaing the Hohensollems 
and the British, and I have to rely on 
a three-days’-old corpse for up-to-date 
news of what enemy are opposite." 

'‘Never you mind, old chap.” said 
the sniper. "Your Huns are only good 
Huna tlll r __lh* end of the war—my 
Huns are good Huns for ever."
